In 11)02 the company paid 
In royalty $20,000; in provincial taxa- 
tion $2,055, and in citv taxes over $27,- 
000. 

The chairman— "That is. of course, on 
tho shaft head and everything in the 
city?"

He sUKe^edthnt in giving 
a deed that they should only give to tlm 
purchaser at a taxation sale the interest 
that the assessed owner had in the land.

St. Petersburg, Jan. 12.— -The govern- 
ment seemingly is about to make tho 
'irrevocable decision that prestige abroad 
and the .situation at home necessitate 
the continuation of the war till peace 
with dignity is possible. Beyond this 
point, however, confusion exists. Em- 
peror Nicholas is still apparently vacil- 
lating as to whether he shall allow M. 
Wltte full sway, in the meantime de- 
clining to permit Prince Sviatopolk- 
Mirsky to retire, although the latter per- 
sists in the view that the confidence of 
the people in the ■manner in which the 
tmniiifesto is to be worked, , out is' vital, 
and this is impossible if the work is left 
so completely, in the hands of the 
bureaucrat's. Direct consultation with 
the representative classes interested he 
considers essential. 

It has now beenl definitely established 
that, tho third section of the manifesto, 
as it was originally drafted by Prince 
Svialopolk-Mirsky,, provided for repre- 
sentation of? the zemstvos in the council 
of the empire and that it was stricken 
out against bis earnest protest. 

The lack of cohesion and alignment of 
the forces opposed td the existing state 
of things, and mutual distrust of each 
other's programme seem to make any 
revolution now unworthy of serious con- 
sideration. 

Socialists, revolutionists and other ex- 
treme elements, as well as the subject 
races on the borders of Russia, aH have 
different objectives; while the eonserva- 
i tive Liberals, whom tho government 
really hopes to appease, have littJe in 
I common, and Russia's millions of peas- 
ants have given no evidence of having 
been stirred by the prevailing political 
agitation. Demonstrations, and even dis- 
oiders on a large scale in the centres 
of population, are regarded by the au- 
thorities as possible, accompanied by a 
recurrence of terrorism by tho<so who 
believe the bomb is the tiling with which 
lie can fight absolutism. The last is 
really considered the likeliest and most 
deplorable possibility in the near fu- 
ture. For the moment, however, all is 
quiet.

Siieucer, president of the Southern rail- 
way, and authorized to voice the senti- 
ment of the New York Central, Erie, 
Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul, North- 
ern Pacific, Illinois Central, Delaware, 
Lackawanna & Western, .and other rail- 
way companies, spoke vigorously today 
before the house committee on inter- 
state and foreign commerce against the 
Cooper-Quarlcs bill, or any proposition 
to authorize the interstate commerce 
commission to lis railway rates. 

Air. Spencer is tile lirst direct repre- 
sentative of the rnilways'to be heard by 
tho committee, and his testimony is tak- 
en as the keynote of the opposition to 
rate fixing by the commission. 

Mr. Spencer said before the inter- 
state commerce law aud commission 
were in operation discriminatory devices 
were the rule, while now rates are sub- 
stantially maintained. 

"There is no difference of opinion," 
continued Mr. Spencer, "''between the 
railroads of the country, Congress and 
President on the subject that rebates 
are wrong." On the basis that rail- 
ioads must be open to all on equal terms 
Mr. Spencer said tho roads tire ready 
and, anxious to co-operate. He did not, 
however, think any additional legisla- 
tion necessary in order to proceed 
against rebates; it is simply now a ques- 
tion of enforcing the law. 

"But the question before you is not 
of that character; it is that of power 
to name a rate upon tho part of the 
commission after completing the hearing. 
It lins been claimed: it will be it means 
of stopping rebate. This claim 1 have 
no hesitancy in disputing, and will give 
it attention later." 

Asking as to the necessity for tho 
proposed legislation, Mr. Spencer an- 
swered it by reviewing the situation as 
developed during the lust eighteen years. 
About 00 per cent, of all the claims 
or questions of various kinds which have 
been presented to the interstate com- 
merce commission during that time have 
been adjusted without formal hearing 
and decisions on the part of the com- 
mission. 

"That," he said, "docs not indicate 
cither a, fight or non-co-operation- on tho 
part of the railroads. ' 

There was only one feature of the 
Ouarles-Cooper hill which Mr. Spencer 
wished to discuss specifically, that was 
the portion conferring power on the com-, 
mission to substitute n rale for one 
complained of as unreasonable, after duo 
hearing said rate to remain in effect, 
subject to change only by the commis- 
sion or by the courts on appeal by the 
railways.

TUB QUESTION OF TAXES. 

Opponents of the Government whoj 
have rung the changes on the outra- 
geous oppression of the Taxation Act 
are receiving but eolil comfort from the 
investigation of tho Taxation Commis- 
sion. The evidence so far adduced be- 
fore tho commission goes to show simp- 
ly that taxation, per se, is obnoxious 
to most people — individuals or corporate 
bodies, but being acknowledged as a 
necessary evil must be borno with the 
other ills of life as best it can. All 
tlie witnesses agree that taxation is a 
necessity of government and the only 
objections offered are as to the man- 
ner in which the burden is to be distri- 
buted so that it may weigh equally upon 
all who have to bear it. That is a prob- 
lem which has puzzled governments 
since the birth of constitutional govern- 
ment — taxation under an autocracy is 
simple — and its solution is still seeming- 
ly as far distant as il was when first 
moot oil. It is gratifying, however, to 
have the testimony of even the most] 
adverse witnesses who have up pen rod 
before the commission to the fact that 
the scheme of taxation initiated by the 
.McBrido Government is an honest, con- 
.■•-•ieiHious effort to deal equitably with 
i hia difficult question. The results of 
. .ie commission's work will probably re- 
sult in it recommendation for certain 
changes in tho provisions of the act 
where they are found to bear too heav- 
ily in individual cases, but on the whole 
il will bo found that the law even as il 

-stands is not the tyrannical mandate 
which opponents of the government de- 
clared would ruin property holders and 
drivo capital out of the country. The;

All the important posts 
in the army have neon occupied by Oya- 
ma; and twice he has been Minister of 
War. In 1805 he commanded the sec- 
ond Manehurian army against China, 
and on his return was given the title of 
Marquis. Omnia is now t'he only one 
of the oldor generals of .Japan in active 
service.* His* friend Vamagata was too 
infirm to take part in the present war.

fair toward the small farmer, but that 
in proportion to income they would feel 
it most. Iu many of these cases, of 
course, the farmers would not be de- 
riving income from all their land, but 
would bo holding lands uncultivated 
capable of being considered as a specu- 
lative investment. So that this con- 
sideration would lie in his favor as 
against the case of the merchant in the 
mutter of taxation. 

Mr. Fisher, replying to Mr. Cotton, 
said lie had not. found any insuperable 
difficulties in administering the act, nor 
had hd encountered any appreciable ob- 
jections to it. Neither had be found any 
difficulty in getting form No. 9— concern- 
ing incomes— filled in. Iu the assess- 
ment of produce, too, the fanners had 
taken very kindly to the act, and com- 
pared it to the assessment of stock in 
iiossession of the merchant. 

A letter was road from C. Sweeney, 
chairman of the Vancouver clearing 
house, stating, in effect, that with re- 
gard to the rate of tuxation the bank- 
ers had no objection to the net, but 
thought regard should be had to losses 
written off in their favor on the ques- 
tion of income. 

Tnis matter was left in abeyance, 
pending the production of information 
by the chairman as to what was done 
in England. 

Mr. Wm. SJiannon wns heard con- 
cerning suggestions made in his letter 
respecting improvemets in the Land A'-t. 

Replying to Mr. Cotton, lie said he 
wns of opinion that the increase in the 
tax was injurious. It discouraged the 
investment of capital, and incidentally 
reduced the revenue derivable there- 
from to the government. 

As to the point that the export pro- 
hibition should be modified to permit 
the sale of telephone and telegraph poles, 
he said this could be done without any 
risk that merchantable timber might go 
out in this class. He said that he had 
an opportunity last year to contract for- 
80,000 telephone poles with a firm in 
'Mexico, but was prevented by the terms 
of the act. This contract would not 
only have given considerable revenue to 
the government, hut would have given 
employment to numbers of loggers who 
were idle at the time. The price offer- 
ed was •!'/{• cents in the water. Lumber 
could not be manufactured out of tele- 
phone poles. Therefore, their export 
should not be prohibited on this ground. 
Iu this connection he mentioned that 
the timber areas which hei had in view 
for the supply of these .polos had been 
since destroyed by fire. Therefore, .a 
double loss had been inflicted upon the 
province. 

In regard to the opinion of Mr. Sut- 
ton that I lie issue of pulp leases was 
detrimental to the interests of the prov- 
ince, Mr. Shannon disagreed with this 
view. He thought if the tonus of the 
lease, were propertly drawn and strictly 
enforced, nothing lint benefit could ac- 
crue to the province. The timber wns 
not fit for anything else but pulp, and 
ho thought, if fairly encouraged, a large 
and profitable industry might lie culti- 
vated. He was satisfied that there was 
an unbmited supply of capital which 
might be engaged in the industry if suf- 
ficient security were given to capital iu 
the terms of its lease. 

The commission then adjourned.
